'' llooias hail been takcMi at tliu Califur- 
nia House, adniirablj' kept by an old Vic- 
torian — Mr. G. Tiittle, , After an o.tcel- 
lenb dinner, all hands in aorving wliich, 
from the cook.s to the table attendants, 
being, strange to K!\.y, former Victorians, 
we strolled again to the bank to w.^tcli 
tlio glories of tho expiring day as tho last 
beanis streamed through the fringe of fir 
trees on the mountain to[i.s, and fell in 
, golden ivavelet.s upon tho high bcnche.s 
■'■ and hills on the oppo.sitc side of the river. 
Yale is closely hemmed in by high moun- 
tains, and the site is contracted ; but the 
, situation is romantic and grand in tho 
' extreme. Tho days are iiaually warm, 
but the sun disappears behind the high 
'hills' west of the town early in the after- 
noon. The bright orVj does not set — it 
dropn out of siglit, aiul tor two or three 
hours after its last rays liavo passed 
over Yale daylight coatinuos and tho 
balmy summer breeze steak up-stream 
and fans the brows and conls the lieated 
blood of tho bu.sy workcr.s. As \va stood 
■1 I'pn'the bank the vai-ying shades of azure 
and gold played about tho liilla, tho 
-groat river glided swiftly on its w.ty to 
. the sea, and crowds of men on tho sandy 
;.ihe.'(oh liandlcd railway freight and loaded 
it into wagons. We endeavored to arrange 
in our mind the bar ns it appeared in the 
days of 1858, ; when throngs of miners 
washeds jgold- and swarms of traijprs 
" squatted !' on the sand ofTerhiE; their 
temptingly-displayed wares for sale at tho 
tent doors ; but we found that the old 
scenes had already fallen into indistinct- 
ness and confusion. Names, faces, sign- 
■»3*b'oardsj-had nearly all become confounded 
' 'iri'our''reppllection. Tho hills grow darker 
and tho'riVor became a broad, deep basin, 
^bla5k!with""th6 shadows of the gathering 
- -" flight ; ■ the trees on the other shore nssuni- 
od weird shapes in the uncertain light ; 
(4ho evening breeze crept up tho river chill 
' and raw, and tho dust of forgotfulnoss fell 
like a pall ujion the rocoUoctions of a 
, .qjiaj^pg^^fat-^eeiituvy. As wo slowly ro- 
• traced oiir"'Bteps wo consigned the bar 
and its history to the hands of some 
future and more imaginative correspimd- 
ont. Let the dead past bury its dead.

. .v^iat sound is that which rends the 
evening air and leaping from crag to crag, 
in long rolling peals like distant, thuhder' 
- sweeps along the narrow passes and 
gorges and shakes the ground on which 
wo stand ? "Wo pause— as Rip A'an Winkle 
pauaed whcn the noise ot the hobgoblins 
playing at,ninepina in the Catskill Moun- 
. tains fell'upon:nia astonished ears— think- 
ing it may presage a transient thunder 
, ''.'*!shower. The spfn^^^ijos! awiiy in fitful 
. ' rolls, only to bo succeeded by another and 
anotlier, in rapid succession. A moment's 
reflection informs us that the railway 
parties are operating in tho canons and 
that the gigantic mountains whicli liave so 
long guarded the approaches to tho upper 
river have mot in giant powder witli more 
''than their match. The tunnel men are 
'"working on the " nightshift,""and the ra- 
pidity with which tho shots aro fired is 
evidence that as good progress is being 
:.i jiiado as tho contractors could liopo for. 
Jill through tho night the deep discharges 
continue and the long roll broiiks the

Canon, so named by the oarly minerj. In

The mountains present tlio same charac- 
teristics as those through whicii wo have 
just passed and tho scenes .ire almost 
identical, o.xcopt that the working parties 
aro not as numerous as bolow. As thu 
wagon ascends. a hill a distinguished-look- 
ing Chinainan) ,w.oll mountod on a power- 
ful horse with a largo umbrella protecting 
his head from tho rays of the aun, and 
followed at a respectful distanco by a 
Chinese servant, is ^ passed. Ho is de- 
scribed to us as tho.-^'idu8£" of all the 
Chinese working on tlre-rlvVr— a sort of 
coramisaioner, who passes up and down 
tho lino, to ascertain their gnsvancea and' 
settle disputes between thbin-,nnd their 
employers. The Chinese aro fond of 
"strikes," it would appear. Thoy will 
"strike" for trifles and resume work again 
almost as absurdly. For instance, tho 
other day a gang dropped their tools and 
refused to^^^ work lany jlqngor. , '!\yhat is' 
tho'inattef ]" doinandfid' thQ'wlillo "boss!' 
in charge. "You sendee big Chineeman, 
mo tdlce him," replied the spokesman. 
Mr. Comiuiasionur camo in due course 
and after a consultation informed tho 
"bosa" that his countrymen "no- wantec 
so muchoo Siwash chicken." "Wliat in 
tho world is that, . John 1" demsnded tho 
boss. ','Oh ! yoii aabeo Siwash ohfoken — 
alloc same salriioh !" The "chicken" 
rations having been reduced tho Celes- 
tials returned at onco to labor. Eleven 
miles from Yale the old ferryhouso estab- 
lished by Frank Way in 1858 Is reached. 
The river was crossed here by means of a 
row-boat, the opposite side offering a better 
trail. In tho summer of 1858 Way took 
a party of eighteen goldhunters with their 
picks, pans and shovels into his boat. 
The overweighted craft was drawn into a 
whirl or rifHe in the centre of the stream 
and there capsized. "Way alono was sav- 
ed by diving beneath tho surfaco and 
swimming underwater through tho whirl 
to a smooth eddy. Come nest Decembsr, 
it will be 21 years since wo last saw the 
fenyhouse. To reach it wc walked eleven 
miles over an Indian trail slippery with 
ice and snow, now winding along tho 
beach and now over the nioiintain crag.s. 
Wo remember that it was only after much 
tribulation and many bruises caused by 
slipping on the rooks that we reached tho 
house where, at the close of a bitterly 
cold day, a blazing hearth and steaming 
viands awaited our arrival. We di.smouiit 
from the wagon to look for a moment 
at the hearth, before -tlio hhzo of which 
in the long ago — tho inner man having 
become satisfied — wo spread our blankets 
at night and courted slumber. Tho 
weather, as wo have said, was intensely 
cold, and tho house slightly built; and all 
through tho long hours boforo daybreak, 
while tho side nearest the fire was roast- 
ing with heat, tho,sMQ nearest the door 
was benumbed with cold. We have often 
thought since, whilst x>ondaring over tho 
misery of that bitter night, that wo 
must have resembled in tho morning a 
badly-cooked steak — very well done on 
one aide and raw on the other. Two 
miles further on and wo catch a glimpse 
through , the trees ^o^thfijif^ j^m,

The . inci- 
dent is fully vouched for, and, if a few 
similar experiments produce a like re- 
sult, it w-ill bo a .strong argumeni to 
horticulturists, etc., to do such work at 
night. 

Fat in animals, like starch, sugar 
and oil in plants, contains no nitrogen 
and when an animal is not fed this fat 
wastes away first— in other words, is 
consumed. If tho animal bo exposed 
to great cold without extra food it 
cannot fatten. The reason, therefore, 
that animals protected from the cold of 
winter fatten much faster than.' >vhen 
exposed is that wha.t^'wquld''accumulate 
as fat is .used'; Jixf'keeping ^the animal 
warm. The earthly -or inorganic mat- 
ter, in plants is as necessary for animal 
growth as tho organic matter. The 
bony skeleton consists cliiefly of cal- 
cium phosphate, with a littlo calcium 
carbonate and other mineral substances 
derived' from plants. .While,, "plants 
contairi''oVorything'necessary for ■ ani- 
mal growth, some portions aro richer 
in salts and nitrogonous material, and 
are, therefore, considered to bo of more 
value, aa the grain of wheat, corn and 
oatp. Foods differ greatly in value, as
